Feri committed to me, I abſolve thee from all thy, 
Sins, &c. Now where is the Difference, whether I. 
declare that Almighty God pardoneth thee, —or, whether 
I pray that He would pardon thee—or whether I de- 
clare that by his Authority { abſolve thee, or declare 
thee abſolved, i. e. upon the Suppoſition of Faith and 
Repentgnce.
